Referring to independent claims applicant's argument that Jebens does not discloses existence of a command file which instructs 
execution of a designated process is recognized in the prescribed folders, the process instructed by the command file is performed. As 
Jebens notes in Figures 10A, and 10B, col. 18, lines 55-56; and col. 19, lines 14-35, Jebens discloses existence of a command file (eg., 
image file which pursuant to predetermined user selectd setting) which instructs execution of a designated process is recognized in the 
prescribed folders (eg., hot-folder system constantly monitors all configured folders and files), the process instructed by the command file 
is performed (eg., the hot-folder receive the image file and compresses the image file based on predetermined user selected setting). 
Therefore it is clear that Jebens does read on the breadth of the claims language, thus property stated in the rejection of record. 

Claims 2-5,7-10,12-15, and 17-33, is rejected at least by virtual of their dependency on independent and by other reasons set forth 
in the previous office action [see Paper No. 6] 
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
